REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board of Fitzwilliam take pleasure in present- 
ing the following report for the year ending March 1, 1893. 

There has been a marked improvement in our schools, no » 
term has been an entire failure and most have been highly 
satisfactory. 

Whispering, the bane of every school where it is allowed, 
has in most instances been very nearly exterminated, one or 
two terms have been a disappointment to us in that respect. 

We have employed experienced teachers; four of the 
twelve employed this year have worked in the same school 
many terms, three others have taught two terms or more in » 
town. We think it pays to retain good teachers. 

There has been no school in No. 12 this year, and but one 
term in No. 3. All the scholars from that district, who would 
avail themselves of the privilege, were transported to Colum- 
bian school. 

Measles prevailed to such an extent as to greatly interrupt 
No. 5 winter term, and Columbian school was closed four 
weeks on account of that disease. This school did not com- 
mence till October 17, the house not being ready for occupancy, 
consequently has not yet closed. 

We attribute in‘some measure the improvement in our 
schools to the code of rules for marking deportment, which was 
given to every teacher with the promise to print a roll of hon- 
orable deportment. We.decided to place on this roll the 
names of all whose average deportment for the time they at- 
tended school during the year was over 95; many whose 
names will not appear in this list averaged 95. We think it 
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will be pleasant for those who have tried to do their best to 
see their names on this roll, and others who have not quite 
reached this number we hope will be so thoughtful and studi- 
ous that they will place their names in next year’s report. It 
is not usually the child’s fault if his name is not on the roll of 
perfect attendance, but every child may if he will have his 
name on the roll of honorable deportment. 

Should it be necessary for a school board who have no 
children in our schools, to.zxge parents, whose all is at stake 
in the success their children make of life, to see and perform 
a duty so perceptable to an ordinary intellect as the visiting of 
schools, to see that their children are improving the advantages 
given them, that they are orderly, respectful, obedient and 
industrious ? 

We find this year recorded in our registers the names of 
four fathers in all this town of Fitzwilliam who visited their 
children in the school room, viz: Jonas Damon, William 
Whipple, Edward P. Foster and Rev. A. S. Fay. 

We this year introduced Raub’s New Normal Readers, the 
only change made in books. 

~ New and comfortable seats and desks have been put in No. 
10, making it with the improvements of last year a pleasant 
schoolroom. 

We hope the parents will see that their children are ready 
to enter their respective schools the first day of next term, and 
not permit them to be absent for trifling causes during the

To the Selectmen: 


In compliance with an act of the legislature passed June 
Session, 1887, requiring clerks of towns to ‘furnish a tran- 
script of the record of births, marriages and deaths for publi- 
cation in the Annual Report, I hereby submit the following: 
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STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Fitzwilliam, in the 
county of Cheshire, tn satd state, qualified to vote in 
town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall, in said 
Fitzwilliam, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1.—To hear and act upon the reports of agents, 
auditors, committees or officers heretofore chosen. 

ArT. 2.—To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

ArT. 3.—To allow accounts against the town. 

ArT. 4.—To raise money for schooling, and determine the 
amount. 

ArT. 5.—To raise money for the repair of highways and 
bridges, and determine the amount. 

ArT. 6.—Will the town choose by ballot a superintendent 
of highways and bridges, who shall have full management, 
hire and pay all the help which he may deem necessary for 
repairs of all the highways and bridges in this town, purchase 
four oxen suitable to haul the road machine and sell them as 
soon as the summer’s work is done. 

Art. 7.—To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to cause stone posts to be erected, with suitable in- 
scriptions thereon, wherever the boundary lines of the town 
cross the highways. 

Art. 8.—To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of three hundred dollars for the purpose of 
painting the town house.
